The people 
who approve absolutely of the govern- 
ment’s mode of dealing with this ques- 
tion might very fairly say that a large 
net income, increasing as time goes on, 
fs a very fair substitute for the things 
we ask,”

GRAFT IN ITALY OF 
THE VERY LATEST TYPE. 
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The Astounding Methods of an Ex- 
Minister Arouse Much Interest in 
Trial of Charges, 


Rome, Nov, 9—The trial of Nunzio 
Nasi, former minister of ‘public in- 
struction, accused of falsifying docu- 
ments and defrauding the state treas- 
ury, was continued in this city to-day 
before the senate, sitting as a high 
court. 

The interesting feature of the pro- 
ceedings was the statement made by 
Signor Cicotti, a former Socialist de- 
puty, who at the time of Signor Nazi's 
eneumbency, was a university  stu- 
dent, and consequently subordinate to 
him. Cicotti declared he was not the 
first man to accuse Nazi, He did so 
with the idea of acecomplighing a po- 
litical and patriotic duty, and he de- 
clared it was his opinion that Nasi 
had used the public money in an ei- 
fort to create throughout Italy eiiques 
through which he would eventually 
attain .o the premiership, 

Ciec ti said also that Nazi’s falsifi- 
cation was scattering of alms and had 
lowered the moral standards of the 
public. He had not believed, however 
that his accusations would bring Nazi 
to trial, for he said “similar crimes 
had been committed by other men 
who are in power, and they have not 
been molested,” 

The sitting for to-day came to an 
end with the conclusion of Cicotti, 
and his statement. When he finished 


him to shake his hand and congra- 
tulate him. 

One thousand soldiers 
drafted into this city in addition to 
the numerous police force, and there 
is a torpedd boat anchored in the 
harbor for the purpose of checking 
possible deserters in connection with 
the trial of Nunzio Nazi in Rome.
